PROTECT MAILS. 


" United States marshals were pro- 
tecting the mails on southwestern 
lines and were-guarding the Burling- 
ton shops at Aurora, 111., where 1,000 
pickets surrounded<Hhe shops. 


Mail rail centers were blanketed

injunctions issued by federal 


courts restraining strikers from in- 
terfering with the operation of trains 
end shops.

Bloomington Sees 300 Bullets Fly in First Night of 


National Guard Rule—Expect Non-Union

than 300 shots exchanged by state 
guardsmen and snipers marked 
the 


first night's control of the 
Chicago 


and Alton shops by troops. 


Two men hidden in a gully north 


of the shops fired twice at sentries 
shortly before 3 a. m. Three hundred 
rounds from automatic rifles 
were 


poured into the gully. 


At day-light the place was search- 


e-1, but no trace of the snipers found. 


RESUME SNIPING. 


Shojlrag was resurqed at 7.15 this 


morning when snipers fired 
on

ssnt-y at the i.ortheast edge of the 
shop vards. 


No ops was wounded on the sold-

side during the night. 


It was unofficially reported at the 


guard camp this morning that 
two 


more companies of troops would ar- 
rn.9 today. 


WORKERS FROM CHICAGO. 


It is also 
understood that non- 


union workers will arrive from Chi- 
cago today.

to work. 


PREVENTS DISORDERS. 


Crowds which gathered around the 


shops and depot early last night and 
appeared 
threatening 
were driven 


away at 10 o'clock by a heavy down- 
pour of rain. Only the shower, of- 
ficers said, prevented serious disor- 
ders last night. 


At 9 o'clock last night there were 


moie than 2,000 people along the west 
and north sides of the shops and sev- 
eral hundred more around the depot. 
The crowds Jeered and hooted the sen- 
tries and at the west entrance to the 
•hops, where a mob entered last Frl- 
dMC ml£kt and ran non-union work- 


s off the property, the situation be- 


came tense. 


GUARDS THREATEN. 


The crowd packed the deadline and 


as fast as the sentries passed over- 
flowed onto the company property. At 
every turn of their beats the sentinels 
were forced to bring their rifles Into 
Play, held horizontally, to force the 
Jeering throng back. 


SEARCH WORKERS. 


Ninety-four non-union workmen ar- 


rived 
this 
morning. 
They 
were 


searched by the troops and a gun 
was found sticking out of one man/a 
sock. It was confiscated. 


Colonel Culbertson has issued ord- 


ers that ail workmen going into the 
shops be searched for weapons and 
liquor. 


"If there is any fighting to be done 


we will do it," the colonel said. 


GATHER AT SHOPS. 


Crowds of strikers and strike sym- 


pathizers began crowding around the 
shops this morning and at 10 o'clock 
orders -vtere issued to set up machine 
guns covering e\ery entrance. 


DENIES WHOLESALE FIRING. 
Colonel1 Culbertson at 10.30 o'clock 


denied that more than four shots 
were fired last night. Some one, he 
said_ fired at a sentry with a. shot- 
gun "and the sentinel fired three times 
in the direction of the flash. 


Despite Colonel Culbertson's report, 


a newspaperman who spent the night 
in the shops and heard the shooting 
said he was told by officers on duty 
there that 300 shots had been fired. 


Colonel Culbertson denied the report 


of the men in the shops that auto- 
matic rifles had been used. The col- 
onel's headquarters are at the union 
depot, about a mile and a half from 
the scene of the trouble.

made to appear on verified Bill of Complaint filed herein

caring for the storage battery seems 
more formidable than it really Is. 


Common practice has decreed the 


use of an alternating current supply 
for power and Jight purposes.

type of current is not oontlnuous. It

direction, 
dies out, 


reverses itself and then flows in the 
opposite direction. In the 
modem 


commercial system 
these reversals 


usually occur from 25 to 60 times a 
second. 


There la no ready method where- 


by; the vacuum tube of' the radio set 
may depend directly upon the/ com- 
mercial alternating current lighting 
system lor its supply. The changes 
In current direction take place at a 
rate of speed which makes an audi- 
ble tone. 


These effects aro of such intensity

that any irregularities In Its charac 
ter—any minute risings and fallings

the use of a storage battery or "ac- 
cumulator."

pala for the land actually taken by 
the water company lor the lake It 
would come to a 'total ot about $138 
an acre, the damage awarded to 
the owner because of the taking of 
the land being added to the actual 
amount awarded for the land itself. 


Mr. Hoppe had asked ?300 an acre 


and the water company had offered 
$125 an 'acre lor the land before the 
agreement to arbitrate was formed. 


HEAR EVIDENCE. 


Following the trip 
of inspection 


made to the Hoppe 
land which is 


wanted by the Decatur "Water Supply 
Co. by Judge James S. Baldwin and 
the attorneys representing the-land- 
owner and the water company Mon- 
day morning Judge Baldwin heard 
evidence during the afternoon as to 
the value placed upon the land need- 
ed, something over eight acres. 


DAMAGE ?25 to $BO ACRE. 


Witnesses lor Otto Hoppe, the land 


owner who agreed with the water 
company to leave «he setting of the 
value of the land taken and the flam- 
age to the'land not taken to Judge 
Baldwin, testified that the land _was 
worth from ?200 to $300 an acre ana 
that the taking of this bottom land 
would" damage the upland from $25 
to $60 an'_acre. 


Witnesses lor the water ocmpany 


testified thatithe land taken Is worth 
from $80 to $110 an acre. 


COST $11,826. 


Mr. Hoppe himself told of paying 


$7,286 for the forty-eight ana a frac- 
tion acres lou^ years ago and spend- 
ing $4,000 in improvements on the 
place since that time, making a total 
actual cost - to him ol $11,826. He 
testified that the tract is now worth 
$300 an acre or a total ol $14,400. 


Mr. Hoppe told of raising excellent 


crops of corn on the rich bottom land, 
part of which is wanted by the wa- 
ter company, antT that last April the 
water had been backed upon that 
land for more than two weeks whija 
In other years It had never stood on 
the land more than two days. The 
taking of the bottom land, said Mr. 
Hoppe, would damage the value of the 
"upland from $25 to $125 an acre. 


WORTH $300 AN ACRE. 


William Zlentara, 
who sold

land to Mr. Hoppe, testified that the 
lanfl Is worth $250 an acre without 
the "bottom land and $300 with' It, 
ITrs. Smeltzer, who lives In that 
neighborhood, also testified that the 
land is worth $300 an acre but with- 
out the bottom land would be worth 
not over $175 an acre.
